PNU becomes largest women's university in the world 

King Abdullah graced the opening ceremony of the Princess Nora bint 
Abdulrahman University [PNU] for Girls on May 15. Located approximately 15 
miles east of Riyadh, the school cost more than $5.33 billion to build. PNU can 
enroll up to 50,000 students, making it the largest women's university in the 
world, It encompasses 15 colleges, a 700-bed hospital, research centers 
specializing in nanotechnology, information technology and bioscience, several 
laboratories, a conference hail, a library with 5 million books and journals and 
1,400 villas and other housing facilities.
